Ch. XYI.— llKi-or.M Bu.h Thrown 
' CioT By THE Laan-i. — Yesterday mora- 

^tng the UBWspapei s (all iu bliick) an- 
noutxced the defeat of the Reform Bill 
by a majority of forty-one, at bcvoii o'- 
clock, on Saturday laoruitig, after livo 
nights' debating. By nil accouuts the 
debato was a magniiiceut diajjlay, aud 
iacomparabljr superior to that of the 
HoufeV of Commons, but the reports 
convoy no idaa of it. Tiio great speak- 
erg on either side were: Lords 
Grey, Laii.idjwue, Goderich, Plun- 
kett, and tlio Oiiaucellor, for the bill; 
against it, Lords "WharnclifiPe (who 
moved the amendment), Harrowby, 
Carnarvon, Dudley, Wyuford, and 
Lyndhurst. The Duke of Welling- 
ton's vras exceedingly bad; he is, in 
fsofc, and Jias proved it in repeated iu- 
, afaiooes, unequal to argue a great oon- 
"'ifcUuiibnal question. Haiias neither 

— the command of language, the power 
of reasoning, nor the knowledge for 
Buch an effort. 

Ch. XYI.— BucLEXHAM, Oct. 12, 
1831. — The Duke of Wellington. — I 
^ eati^ eohcelTe no greater misfortune at, 

■ ' ihii' moment than such a disunion of 
that party, and to have its delibora- 
vtions ruled by the obstinacy and pre- 
judices of the Duke. Ho ia a great 
man iu little things, but a little man 
iu great matters, I mean iu civil af- 
fairs; in. more mighty questions which 
embrace enormous and various int^er- 
ests and considerations, and to com- 
prehend which great knowledge of hu- 

• ■• man nature, gfeatjsagacity, coolness, 

and impartiality arc required, he is 
not fit to govern and direct. His mind 
'■''haa Hot been suQiciently disciplined, 
" nor saturated with knowledge and 
matured by reilection and communica- 
tion with other minds, to enable him 
to bo a safe and efficient leader in such 
times as these. 

Ch. XVII.— ■February 6th, 1832.— 
Dlhino with il uM-i.AY. — Dined yester- 
day With Lord llolliuul; c.imo very 
lata, and foiin 1 .i vacant place be- 
tween Sir Ge ngo llobinrion aud a 
common looking man in black. So 
r <> .goon/aa I had time .to look at my 
neighbour I began to speculate (as one 
usually does) an to who he miglit be, 
and as he did not for some time open 
his lips except to eat, I settled that 
ho was obscure man of letters or of 
medicine, perhaps a cholera doctor. 
Lord Holland quoted Julius Caesar 
, ' and Soaliger as examples of late edu- 
cation, said tliat tiio latter had been 
■wounded, and that he had been mar- 
ried and coaiinenced learning Greek 
the same d.ay, when my upigtibour re- 
marked, "that he supposed that his 

* ""^eariiing Greek was not an instantan- 

eous act like his marriage." This re-' 
mark, and the maiuior of it, gave me 
the notion that lio \v;is a dull foUov,-, 
for it came out in a way which bor- 
dered on the liiliculoiis, so as to excite 
Bonjothiug like a sneer. 1 was a little

. boon wounded at I'ampeluua. I won- 
dorad how lie hapijcned to icnow any- 
thing aljoiit Loyola's wound. Having 
. thus aottiod my opinion, I wont on 
.gating n»y.'. dinner, when Auckland, 
'■who waa' sitting opposite to mo, ad- 
dressed my neighbour, "Mr. Alucaulay, 
will you drink a glass of wine?" I 
thought I should have dropiJed ofT 
my chair. It was Macaulay, tbe man 
I had been so long most curious to see 
and to hear, whoso genius, eloquence, 
astonishing knowledge, aud divorsi li- 
ed talents, have excited my wonder 
and admiration for such a length ol 
time, and here Ihatl been setting him 
down for ip.duU.fellow. I felt us if ho 
could have read my thoughts, and the 
perspiration burst from every pore of 
my face, and yet it was impossiblo not 
to be amused at the idea. Ifc was not 
tjU A^acauUy stoc.d up that I wan 
aware of all the vulgarity and ungain- 
Imess of hiei(jbpp/)ji^Anoe; not a ray of 
. : intplleottbeams^from his: countenance; 
a lump of more ordinary clay never in- 
closed a more powerful mind and live- 
]j imagination. He had a cold and 
■ qoro throat, making him appear as if 
iu norrtentary danger of a lit,

mons, and Jolin .Montague in the Park

braces, aud God knows what. 

Ch. XVII.-AuouGT 8th, 1832.— 
DiNaER AT IIoi.i.AM) Hou.sE.— I diucd 
at Holland House j'ostorday; a good 
many people; and Mr. Ohancollor 
B^rougham came iu after dinner look- 
ing like an old clothes-man and dirty 
as the ground. " We had a" true - Hol- 
land House dinner, two more people 
arriving (Alolbouruo aud Dan Dun- 
combe) tliai>. there was room for, so 
that L:idy Holland had the pleasure 
of a couple of general squeezes, and 
of Booiiig our arms prettily pinioned. 
Lord Holland sits at table; biit does 
not dine. 

(Jh. XVIL— Aur.rsT 12ni, 1832,— 
Dined yesterday at Holland House; 
the Chancellor, I^ojdiGrey, /sLuttrell, 
Palmorston and Macaulay. The Chan- 
cellor was sleepy and v^-ould not talk; 
he uttered nothing by yawns and 
grunts. Macaulay and Allan disput- 
ed history, 2)artio\ilarly the character 
of the Lmporor Tredei-iok II., and ..Vl- 
lan declared himself :a Guelph and 
IMacaulay a Ghibelline. Macaulay is]a 
most extraordinary man, and his as- 
tonishing knowledge is every moment 
exhibited, but (as far as I have yet 
seen of him, which is not suQicient to 
judge,) he is not agreeable. 

The dinner was.agreeable, and on- 
livened by a squabble between Lady 
Holland and Allan, at which we were 
all ready to die of laughing. He jeer- 
ed at something she said as brutal, 
and chuckled at his own wit.

' months ago. And to bring back this 
chbetleBB compromise constitutes the 
glorious results of Walkem's mission! 
■ It would be amusing if it were not 
jSiokening to observe the ardor with 
■ '^hioh the organ now praises what it 
go severely condemned up to within 
the laat.few weeks. The waggon road, 
., the telegraph, even those horrid ' wa- 
: "tarstretches" are now the correct thing ; 
and as for the minimum of expenditure 
and the maximum of time, why, bless 
you I Mr; Mackenzie will never dream 
of taking advantage of these. Not ho . 
Instead of keeping the annual expen- 
. diture down to the two millions, Mr. 
Mackenzie will rush things and most 
likely expend double the fixed min- 
imum; and, instead of delaying com- 
pletion till 1890, "wo venture to pre- 
dict, although we lay no claim to tho 
gift of prophecy, tho road will be com- 
pleted before tho expiration of 1885." 
Now this would be a very happy re- 
vulsion of feelings and views, provid- 
ed there were anything whatever to 
justify it — which there most assuredly 
is not. -Mr. Mackenzie and his rail- 
way policy are just tho same now that 
they were months ago, when our con- 
temporary was pouriug out its phials 
of vituperation upon both.

deserves further notice. Tho object 
is perfectly obvious. To admit clmugo 
or relaxation would be to acknowledge 
tlie necessity for legislation, the right 
of the people to bo consulted.

Iu this 
respect it will be greeted at'^onQo with 
joy by every true Ohri^liaii aa fill! sis- 
ter to tbo never- sufHoiently to be vou- 
eiatcd Hystem of otliics, of whioh tho 
mott perfect typo stands before u.-i in 
the florinon on the Mount, and iu tiic 
life of Christ. I said before, and I re- 
peat it here, that tho study of Plato 
is no more hoadwork. It is a severo 
purification of the whole heart and 
life, or it in nothing at all. TIio apos- 
tle of tho Academy is not a whit bo- 
liiud the disciple of Gamaliel in the 
demands which he makes for a regen- 
eration, and a renovation, and a com 
ploto reconstruction of tlio wliolo fjib- 
ric of luiinau lifo, si) far as that is bas- 
ed on a molality of more customary 
aud conventional rosijoctabilities. "iio 
not conformed to this world is a 
sentence as frequent and as seriously 
meant iu Phvto as in St. Paul. In 
fact, thero is in tlio world always a 
respectable sort of surface morality — 
antl nowhere more than in this British 
world at the present hour — a morality 
of couvenioneo and utility, whicii pay? 
roajjoct to thu principlcH of right and 
wrong svhen generally fonnali/.eu, hul, 
whicli rccogiii/.ea tlioiu practically on- 
ly iu 80 far as local customs ami de- 
cencies, proprieties, etiquettes, and 
the round of certain "inevitable chari- 
ties" are willing to recognize them. 
With this morality tho popular Greek 
Soi)lust ill Plato's day was ])erfectly 
contended ; lie professed, indeed, in 
tho very words of bis highest eulogist 
Mr. Qrote, no other virtue; and this 
morality, also, many a consumer of 
beef-steaks aud swillor of porter in 
this lusty and material land accepts 
even now, after ciglitcen hundred 
years of Gospel preaching, ns quite 
sufficient for all the purposes of a 
respectable English life. But how 
poor a thing it is, Plato in many jda- 
ces shows witli a calm Titanic power 
that has never beoq excelled; and the 
pqrvorao maxima and vicious practice-t 
with whiuh our British society is rank, 
make it evident to the most superliciai 
glance how far the current morality 
of our trades and parties is from seek- 
ing to accommodate itself to tl^o prin- 
ciples of extreme morel purity laid 
down in every page of the New Tes- 
tament. A sermon may be a very pro- 
per thing aa Sunday work, and may 
help to bridge tho way to iieavcu.whcn 
a bridge shall be required; but ou 
ilonday a man inust attend to his bus- 
iness, and act according to tho max- 
ims of his trade, of hia party, of his 
corporation, of his veafcry, Tben- the 
respectable turfihunter will stalre his 
last thousand on tho leg of a racing- 
horse, and think it quite lilio a Chris- 
tian gontleinan lo allow hiy tailor'a 
bill to lio unpaid for another your; 
then tho respectablo Highland ' pro- 
prietor vill-refqse to renew tbe lease 
to the industrious poor cottar on bis 
estate, that tho people, for whom ho 
cares nothing, may make way for tlio 
red deer, whom it is Ins only passion 
to stalk; then the respectable brewer, 
instead of preparing wholosonie drink 
from wholesome grain, will infect his 
brews with deleterious drugs iu order 
to excite a factitious thirst in tho 
stomach of his consumers, and increase 
tho amount of drinkiiig; tlion a re- 
spectable corporation , to mair.taiii tncir 
own "vested rights," will movo hea- 
ven and earth to prevent the uationid 
parliament from acting on the plain- 
est rules of juslico and common kohho 
in a matter seriously alVoctiuL; tho pub-' 
lie well being; and tho respectable 
members of society shall flutter round 
the gilded wax-lights of ttristooracy, 
and perform worship at Hudson's 
atrtuQ, and have respect to men with 
gold rings and goodly ajiiiarol, and do 
ovorylhing that is cipre.s^ly forbidden 
in tho second chapter of tho epistle of 
James, which they profess to receive 
as a divine rule of conduct. Thcne 
are only one or two of the moio glar- 
ing points ill which our cinniuonly- 
roceivod maxims an<l practice of lo- 
speotabla Uritinh life run directly in 
tho face of that highest morality, whicli 
tiio most religious and ohuroh-going 
Engl'shmau iirofosses to acknowledge 
as his rule of conduct. Exactly such 
an issue Plato had with tiio respecta- 
bilities of Athens in his day. "You 
aro a fool," said his accusers to Socra- 
tes, "exorcise a vocatiuii which can 
only expose you to annoyances, create 
enemies, and endanger your lifo." This 
is the advice of worldly wisdoin, given 
as often in London aiid in Abcrtlccu 
in the nineloou (■culnry after Cliri-l 
as ever it was in .VLhoiis four hiiadro I 
years bofovo tho .-Vdveiit.
